OF TAYLOR

Grand Jury Holds the Soldiers
Blamelass.

REPORT MADE YESTERDAY

Same Thing Might Have Occurred
With the Follce Force Under Like
Conditions—Two Indictments
Brought In.

The grand jury of the Corporation
Conrt _<_:-f Manchestar  wvesterdry oom-
pleted it Inquiry Ints the death of Luther
Taylor, recently fatally shot by troops
en duty In that elty. The report made
to the court places no blame upon any
parson or persons, but deplores the neces-
gity for the preserncs of the soldiers and
the sad result therefrom. The action
of the grand jury is net unexpected, the
law In the premisecs, as Isld down with
great clearnesa and force by Judge John
EI. Ingram, clearly foreshadowing sich
a concluslon as to the legallty of tha
unfoertunate shooting. This report means
the end of the maiter, ao far as criminal
action ia concorned.

The grand jury reported true bills for
felony agalnst Leslle Cralg and C. J.
Coxen, whe were charged with throwing
stones at ears near the end of the Frea
Erldge. Ingulry into other charges of
attacking and interfering with the opera-
tion of cars was mada, but the festimony
wag not sufficlent to warrant other in-
dictments, The Jjury will continue Its
dellberatlons to-day, taking up the regu-
Yar docket of criminal cases certifled
te it from time to time.

GRAND JURY'S REPORT,

Here Is the full text of «he report of
the grand jury in the Taylor case to
Judga John H. Ingram:

To Hon. John M, Ingram, Judgs of the
Hustings or Corporation Court of the
City of Manpchester: ‘

In complianes with the Instructlons &€
vour Heonor as to tha Xllling of Luther
Tavlor on the night of the 4th of July,
1iM3, In vyour charge to the grand jury,

Convicts Escape from
Folsom Penitentiary.

TOOK OFFICALS
' AS A SHIELD

Terrible Flght Took Place
Before Flight.

GUARDS WERE AFRAID
| TO FIRE ON THE PARTY

| Desperadoes Threatened to Kill Their

Prisoners [f Any Attempt Was Made
to Pursue Them—They Are
Making, for Cave MNear
Bald Moun-
tain.

FOLSBOM, CAL., July 27.—Thirtesn des-
perate prisoners confined In tha Folsom
penitentlary made a alce 1l break for
liberty at the breakfsst hour thid morn-
Inz. After a ferce Aght In the captsin's
office, during which a turnkey was fatally
gtabbed, a guard was killed and annther
oftirer was wounded, the convicts seized
arme and. smmunition, and, using the
warden and other officers as shields, sa-
caped. To-nlght It {= belleved they are
making for the Bald Mountaln, State
troops ordered out by Governor Pardee
have gone to the mcene.

Willlam L. Cotter, a guard. was cut In
the sbdomen and died five hours luter,
and W, (& Palmer was cut In the head,

The convicts made thelr break for lib-
erty: about 7 A. M. They wbnt to 'the
offies of R. J, Murphy, captain of ths
goard, and seized Warden Wilkinaon, his
grandson, EHarry  Wilkloson;  Captain
tain Murphy and siteral othaer ofiicers
and guards, A deiperate fight took place,
Tha ¢onviets were armed with knives and
rozoTs, (#nd ‘whh thess t{hey  aszanlied
Warden Wilklnstn and hig officers, The
warden's clothing was slashed into shreds
with a razor, but the blude did not touch
the flesh, Turnkey Cochrane fought the
conviets with a  chalr, raining blows
vpon  them right and left. Finally he
was fTelled by a knife thrust In the back.
Guard Cotter was diceambeweled by a cut
{n tha shdomen and he dled about noon,
Palmer wag severely cut In the head. Tha
floor of the office was covered with blood.

UBED A8 SHIELDS.

The officers wera essily outnumbersd
and were sgonon rolleved of thelr arms.
Then, using the oficors as shields, the
conviets etarted for the armory on tha
putskiris of the penitentiary grounds.
They passed a gatling gun on ono of
tha walls, but the guards wers afrald
to shost at the convicts for foar of kill-
Ing the prison officials.

When tha armory waas reached officers
thera attempted to Interfere, but were
quickly overpowerd, and tha, convicts,
after fortifving (liemselves further with
rifle=, knives, pistels and ammunltion,
made a dash for the country.

Conviets, each armed with rifles,
marched one on elther sldas of Warden
Wilkinson, who was threatened with
death if Iis mude an pttempt to esdénps,
and the officers were told that if eny
of the pursuera took the life of one of
thelr number they would retalints, lfe
for life. At Mormon Bridge, -aboul. a
mile from the penltentiary, the Warden,
hls grandson and Captaln Murphy were
released and sent back, The othors wers
marched nlong with the convlota,

MADE FARMBER DRIVE.

Furtlier on the conviets went to a
farmor's  house, salzed  his  four-horse
tanm mnd wagon, stripped the house nf
all its portable valuables, took tha farm-
er with them az a driver, and headed for
Bald Mountaln, Bvidently, It s thelr
Intention to reach Labaster Cave, situ-
ated nenr this mounialn,  All tha con-
viets are still at large.

The various linea of the Virginla Pas-
fenger and Power Company are now all
apen and about the regular sohedulas ara
belug operated. The compeny yesterday
anpnounced that they had made up thelr
{full complement of operatives for all
lines, and that It would not ba necessary
to lake any mors except o fow extra men
and to flll wacanocles that may from tima
to time ariee. The Tractlon Hoilywood
Ilne was apened Bunday, this belng tha
fiTét mirs run over that lne rines hefors
tha strike began. The apening of tha
line was devold of noteworthy manifesta-
tlons of hostility save ths throwing of
stoned on Bundny night near the gate of
Hollywood Cemetery. Thesa were hafm=
less, no one being struck by the misaflen,

Wire Across Track:

It was reported to tha company Bunday
night that a wire had besn strung across
tha Saven Pines Iine, and that an open
car encountered {t. but that the motor-
man detected it In time to dodge and
avold injury by contact with it, TLaset
night a shot wps fired from the window
of A house on Broad Street near the boge-
ball park, but did not damage. In fact,
it i not certain that It was aimed at the
ear or Any one on it.
